The chaplains' training school, 
which has among its number 103 
Catholic priests, is nearing a close, 
much to the delight of all in train- 
ing, as the routine Is very hard on 
the chaplains, who are not used to 
much outdoor work. The school 
will graduate In about ten days. 
There are several Louisville priests 
In the class, which Is the largest 
that has been in training here since 
the work began. 

Friday night the Quartermaster's 
band from Jeffersonvllle gave their 
second delightful concert at build- 
ing No. 2 for the colored soldiers. 
They were encored again and again 
and played for almost two hours. 
This band 1b a great treat for the 
men at Camp Zachary Taylor and 
the soldiers are always asking 
"When Is that colored band coming 
again?" The three colored Secre- 
taries in charge of building No. 2 
have made a great many friends 
among their colored brethren and 
certainly have added to the work 
of the Knights of Columbus here. 
It is Impossible to get in their 
building any night during an enter- 
tainment, and on Saturday and Sun- 
day the visitors throng the place. 

The Liberty League, which Is 
composed of the employes of the 
L & N. railroad shops, held a 
celebration at the camp Sunday 
afternoon, where they were ad- 
dressed by Gov. Stanley, Ben S. 
Washer, President of the Y. M. H. 
A.; Secretary Bruner, of the Y. M. 
C. A., and Chaplain Regis Barret, 
or the Knights of Columbus. The 
affair was held in the big audi- 
torium of the "Y" and was filled 
to its capacity. The league was 
met at the entrance to the camp 
by the Depot Brigade Band and par- 
aded up Lincoln avenue to the audi- 
torium. Oov. Stanley and the other 
speakers were given a most en- 
thusiastic reception, and from a 
patriotic standpoint the affair was 
one of the finest that has been held 
at the camp. «

Moving pictures were shown at all 
of the Knights of Columbus build- 
ings three nights during the past 
week, and the crowded houses show 
that thlB is the king of indoor 
sports at present. 

The base hospital at the present 
time has many soldiers incapacitated 
for duty, although there are very 
few who are seriously ill. Two 
K. C. Secretaries and a chaplain 
visit them every day, administering 
to their wants and writing letters 
back to their folks at home. This 
is a splendid opening for ladles of 
the city who have the time to visit 
these men who are confined on ac- 
count of illness. 

On last Sunday there were twen- 
ty-seven masses celebrated at the 
camp, this being a smaller number 
than the week previous, which was 
caused by the tent. No. 6, being 
closed on account of quarantine. 

Two weddings were celebrated 
during the past week, one at the 
auditorium and one at building No. 
6. The altar for the occasion of 
the wedding at building No. 5 was 
beautifully decorated with flowers 
and palms by the ladies who have 
charge of the sanctuary at 
building. 

During the week Major Ewald 
Issued an order that no ladles could 
remain in the camp after 5:30 
without special passes issued from 
his office. He very kindly extended 
the privilege of signing these passes 
to two of the Knights of Columbus 
Secretaries, and In the future It will 
be necessary for all ladles doing 
work at the camp to have, this spe 
clal salmon colored pass.

BISHOP CHART ARD passes. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Francis 
silas Chatard passed into eternal 
rest last Saturday in Indianapolis, 
and by the diocese and State his 
death is sincerely mourned. What 
the rUth Bishop of Vincennes ac- 
complished for Catholics in Indiana 
will form the greatest chapter in the 
history of the church In that State, 
and it was all done in a firm and 
kindly way by one who was a model 
for meekness and • tower of 
strength and whose saintllnesa was 
an inspiration to all. Bishop Chatard 
was born in Baltimore, December 
13, 1834, and in early life was a 
physician. He studied for the 
priesthood in the Urban College of 
the Propaganda at Rome. In 1863 
he was made Vice Rector of the 
American College in Rome and as- 
sumed charge of the institution in 
1868, succeeding the Right Rev. 
William George McCloskey, who be- 
came Bishop of Louisville, remain- 
ing at Its head ror ten years. He 
was presented with a gold medal by 
Plus IX., who a short time later 
appointed him to the position in the 
Papal Court or private supernumer- 
ary chamberlain to the Pope. Dr. 
Chatard was named an American 
Bishop in 1878 by Pope Leo XIII. 
and assigned to the diocese or Vin- 
oennes, now the Indianapolis dio- 
cese. In June, 1903, he celebrated 
his silver Jubilee as Bishop. Car- 
dinal Gibbons, a lifelong friend of 
the Bishop; forty Archbishops and 
Bishops and more than 300 priests 
from all parts of the country at- 
tended the ceremonies. 

While Bishop Chatard did not 
lead so strenuous a life as did the 
flrst Bishop of Vincennes, Bishop 
Brute, who took over the diocese 
when It was a wilderness, he never- 
theless had missionary work to do 
when he flrst came to the diocese. 
He did not have to travel much on 
horseback, as did his predecessors, 
but he went about much in stag.* 
coach and wagon through the hills 
of Southern Indiana, in counties 
where there were no railroads. In- 
variably carrying his own gripsack 
and sleeping wherever he found a 
bed. In 1900 Bishop Chatard was 
given an auxiliary and Father Denis 
O'Donaghue. now Bishop of tvouls- 
vllle, waB appointed. On the lat- 
ter's promotion the Rev. Joseph 
Chartrand became Bishop Coadjutor 
In his stead. In 1898 the Pope 
changed the see to Indianapolis and 
Bishop Chatard built the Cathedral 
of Sts. Peter and Paul there. The 
present diocese ot Indianapolis, for- 
merly Vincennes. comprises .the 
southern hair or the State. 

Most or the dignitaries or the 
Catholic church In the United States 
were present at the runeral Thurs- 
day morning, and upon all sides 
were evidences ot mourning and re- 
spect ror the memory of the beloved 
prelate. 

Bishop Denis O'Donaghue. who 
for years was auxiliary to Bishop 
Chatard at Indianapolis, was deeply- 
grieved to learn of the death of the 
aged prelate Saturdav morning and 
at once ordered special masses said.

The advance of the Allies on the 
west front goes steadily forward. 
It seems to be Foch's plan to give 
the retreating Germans no rest, but 
to harass them at different points 
so as to prevent the concentration 
of reserves. Dispatches indicate 
that the old Hindenburg line had 
been pierced at one point w^lh the 
likelihood that the whole line" would 
be rendered untenable as a perma- 
nent shelter for the defeated foe. 
On the greater part of the battle 
front, however, the enemy has not 
yet reached this line. It will be a 
matter of days, or perhaps of weeks, 
before It can he foretold whether 
the present retreat will be continued 
to lines near the French border.

TPHE SAVING in dollars and cents by the people because the Louis- 
■ ville Gas and Electric Company brought in natural gas is a solid 
and substantial fact. 

This saving was accomplished in two ways— first by serving 
gas much richer in heat units and by reduction in the price.

As natural gas was not turned on until March 14, 1914, the sav- 
ing was not so great in that month as later. 

The amount saved by the public during the first four months 
of natural gas service was 43 per cent of the former bills. 

A saving of 43 percent means nearly cutting gas bills in two. 

As the result of serving better gas at a lower price, the use of gas 
steadily increased. Every additional use of gas represents a saving com- 
pared with other fuels; otherwise it would not have been employed by 
the public. 

During the four years and four months beginning with April
